SMASH AN EPOCH IN WEST FRONT FIGHTING

PARIS, March 23.—Germans have been firing on 


Paris with long range guns. 


Since 8 o'clock this morning shells, of 240'iniH- 


•teters have been reaching tbe capital and suburbs at 
internals of a quarter of an hour, killing tabout 10 per- 
sons and wounding about 15. The shortest distance 
from Paris to the front is over 100 kilometers or 62 
miles. 


The announcement that Paris, -was being bombard- 


, ed was made officially this 'afternoon. 
Measures for 


counter attacking the enemy cannon are under execu- 
tion. 


The official announcement that Paris is being 


„— bombarded must remain unexplained until further de- 


tails hare been received. The statement in rhe dis- 
patch that the shortest distance from Paris to the 
front is over 104 kilometers indicates that there has 
beea ao break in the battieline above Paris such—as 
would permit of bringing up guns to within what lias 
been previously regarded as the extreme range of 


. heavy pieces.

The most pow- 
erful gwns in action heretofore have been able to hurl 
their projectiles only 20 miles or thereabouts.

combination rather 


than rely "on a slagl^ substitute. Sub- 
stitutes may be combined in various 
ways to equal the required amount of 
substitutes, and some of these com- 
binations have been found to mate a 
better quality broad than that contain- 
ing only tone. 
.

. Some niis*ures of corn and: rice have 
been found to work better than corn 
alone, and potatoes with cereal substi- 
tutes make'a better bread tb.an pota- 
toes alone as as ubsiiiuts. 


It is pointed oiit further that the 


character of bread made- from mix- 
tures of substitutes is less affect<;d by , 
the addition or subtraction-at a part | 
of it cereal contort than by a com- 
plete change in the substitute part. 
Changes can-be mad* gradually, and 
the bakers need not be dependent up- 
on one source of sfuppiy. 
- To bakers who have potatoes avail- 
able, but hare found them: difficult to 
use as a stasis substitute, the Pood 
Administration suggests the admix- 
ture of another substitute.with pota- 
toes.

•wheat flouy bakers use 40 pounds of 
potatoes—which, minus the water con- 
tent equals 10 pouads of substitute— 
and 10 pounds of corn raeal or some 
other, cereal substaute. This results 
in the UBS of• SO per cent.of wheat 
flour and the required 20 per cent of 
substitutes in making Victory bread.
